La« t night wa« Republican night in 
the Ceramic City . No one had exitected 
it ; no oxtensive prt'parations had been 
made; but when the Hon. Roswell (Ï. 
Horr stepped within sight of that great 
crowd gathered in the Fifth street rink 
and heard the mighty shont which went 
up from thonsands t)f throats and soartd 
about the rafters and girders of that 
spacious bnilding, no one would have 
for a moment denied that the people of 
East Liverpool had came forth as one 
man to honor% gentleman and the cause 
he represents. 
It was a stirring scene. Thonsands of 
voices rang forth the glad welcome, 
thonsands of beaming facos smibd a 
greeting, and that old man, bowed as 
he is with the weight of y ears and 
fatigued because of long months of 
vigorous campaigning, n>tnm« d smile 
for smile and greeting for gn» eting. He 
was pleased, and so were the people, 
and when the cheers soundet! londerand 
the demonstration became more pro­ 
nounced, he showed his pleasure in the 
merry sparkle of his twinkling ey es 
Mr. Horr is an old man, but ho is not 
too old to enjoy , as much as the most de­ 
lighted of his many h<iarers, the vein of 
quaint humor that has given him 
foremost place in the ranks of platform 
orators. 
He knew the people were glad 
to see him, and weary as he oonld not 
but have been, his face showed his de­ 
termination to increase their pleasure. 
Mr. Horr spoke at Columbiana y ester­ 
day afternoon to no less than 7 ,000, and 
did not arrive here until after 7 o’clock 
last evening. He resterl a short time 
after supper, and It was late when he 
reached the rink. 
Meantime the Man­ 
ley baud had paradc*d, and mmre than 
double the iiumlMr of people who have 
attended a meeting in this city since the 
opening of the camjaign had found their 
way to Fifth and Washington streets. 
There were men there of all political 
creeds. Democrats and Populists 
we xv 
seated side by side with Republicans 
and Prohibitioniste, and however runch 
they might have differed in politics, 
they were nnanimons in agreeing that 
they would soon hear the best speech of 
the campaign, would soon listen to an 
argument that would oouvince some, 
create doubts in (Ahers and entertain all. 
And they were not mistaken. 
The ladies were there also. The gal­ 
leries were crowded. Scores of wqmen 
who have no vote, but are lapable of 
wielding a mighty indnence, hiui come 
to hear an intelligent dist^ussion of the 
great issues of the day . Throughout the 
entire evening they manifested their 
earnestness and interest by the closest 
attention 
and enthosiastic applause. 
There were more ladies present than 
have been gathered at all the meetings 
held in the city sine« » the first gun was 
fired, and that is as much a compliment 
to Mr. Horr as it is to the sensible poli­ 
tics he ^ eloquently preaches. 
After the International baud, array ed 
in all the fantastic costumes ingenuity 
coulé devise, had rendered a discordant 
selection mr two, and Mauley ’s band had 
play ed a few stirring airs, the Patriotic 
league, jsresent in a body .lead the crowd 
while all sang “ America.” Another 
wait followed, but there was no rest­ 
lessness, and no one left the hall. At 
length a cheer from the street an- 
noouced tbe coming of the distingoished 
speaker, and Chairman Nellis announce 
from the platform that J. H. fiiookes 
would p-eside at the meeting, and Sec­ 
retary Blake wonld read the names of 
vice presidents.
